Beavers Cause Trouble

Commissioner Flournoy Whit- 
man carried me out to the creek 
this side of the Taylor Mill 
creek on the Fish Pond road 
bright and early Tuesday to 
see a full-size beaver dam going 
up right beside the road. When 
one wishes. to see a beaver dam, 
it is usually necessary to walk 
a considerable distance through 
a swamp or where walking is 
difficult. But now anyone wish- 
ing to see an honest - to- good- 
ness beaver dam may do so and 
not even have to leave the road- 


-side. 


Mr. Whitman said the beavers 
started building dams at this 
point where the creek crosses 
the road about two years ago. 
He said he had had the dam 
torn down several times and 
thought the beavers had left 
the vicinity. But they returned 
recently and have nearly com- 


pleted a dam four feet high 
which has backed water up over 
about ten acres of land. He said
